Be it Remembered, That on the 29th day of November , 2012 information was given to me, 
Thomas P. Gilson, M.D., Medical Examiner of said County, that the dead body of a man supposed to 
have come to his death as the result of criminal or other violent means, or by casualty, or by suicide, or 
suddenly when in apparent health, or in any suspicious or unusual manner, (Sec. 313-11, 313-12 R.C. 
Ohio) had been found in auto, in roadway, vicinity of 14001 Terrace Road in East Cleveland of 
Cuyahoga County, on the 29th day of November , 2012 . 

I viewed or caused to be viewed the said body at the Medical Examiner's Office. After the viewing 
and making inquiry into the circumstances that caused the death of the said person, I obtained further 
information, to-wit: (ECPD #12-07399) fCCMEO #IN201 2-02024) . I also carefully examined or caused 
to be examined the said dead body at 7:15AM on the 1st day of December , 2012 and I find as follows: 
to wit: 

I, Thomas P. Gilson, M.D., Medical Examiner of said county, having diligently inquired, do true 
presentment make in what manner Timothy Rav Russell , whose body was at the Medical Examiner's 
Office on the 1st day of December , 2012 came to his death. The said Timothy Rav Russell was 
divorced , 43 years of age, a resident of Maple Heights. Cuyahoga County. Ohio, and a native of 
Baton Rouge. Louisiana : was of the Black race, and had brown eyes, black hair, black/gray beard, 
black mustache, was 64 inches in height, and weighed 217.5 pounds . 

Upon full inquiry based on all the known facts, I find that the said Timothy Rav Russell came to 
his death officially on the 29th day of November , 2012 in auto, in roadway, vicinity of 14001 Terrace 
Road and was officially pronounced dead at 11:10 P.M., by Dr. Haynesworth. There is history that on 
November 29th, 2012 at about 10:50 P.M., the East Cleveland Police and Paramedics responded to 
calls of shots fired by Cleveland Police Officers at the aforementioned location. On arrival, a male, later 
identified as the said Timothy Ray Russell, 1911 5 Fairway Avenue, was found expired in the driver's 
seat of the vehicle with serious visible injuries, and was pronounced dead at the aforementioned time 
and date. The County Medical Examiner's Office was notified and Esposito Mortuary Services was 
dispatched. This man was then transported to the Medical Examiner's Office where an autopsy was 
performed. There is further history that Melissa Ann Williams, a passenger in the auto, was also found 
to have expired with serious visible injuries and was pronounced dead at the aforementioned time and 
date.

GROSS ANATOMIC DESCRIPTION 

As viewed initially at the scene , the decedent was seated in the driver's seat of a 
car, having been involved in a police chase and shooting approximately 8-9 hours 
previously. The decedent's vehicle showed multiple (over 40) bullet holes in the 
windshield, and multiple additional bullet holes through ail other windows, car doors, 
hood and trunk. The decedent was clothed in multiple layers of clothing with several 
gunshot wounds visible on the head, neck, and torso. No blunt force impact injuries 
or other significant trauma was evident. Body temperature was cold. Rigor mortis 
was strong. Livor mortis was unable to be assessed due to positioning of the body in 
the vehicle and presence of clothing. 

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: Received for autopsy examination is the body of a 
well-developed, obese black man who appears the stated age of 43 years. The body 
weighs 217.5 pounds and is 64 inches in length. Calculated body mass index is 37. 

The body is cold to the touch. Rigor mortis is strong in the jaw, upper and lower 
extremities. There is fixed, purple, posterior livor mortis. 

The scalp hair is black and up to V* inch in length. There is a black and gray facial 
goatee that is neatly trimmed. Inspection and palpation of the scalp reveal no 
masses, ulcers, or other lesions. The eyebrows and eyelashes are full with normal 
distribution. The irides are brown. The conjunctivae are unremarkable. The pupils 
are round and equal. The ears, nose, and lips are normal. The nares are patent and 
contain scant mucus and no blood. The nasal septum appears straight. Natural 
teeth are present and in a poor state of repair with several missing teeth. 

The neck is short and supple. No cervical masses are palpable. The chest and 
breasts are symmetrical and of normal male configuration. The nipples are normal. 
No skin dimpling is present. The abdomen is symmetrical and unremarkable. No 
organomegaly or masses are palpable. The pubic hair has a normal distribution for 
gender. The external genitalia are those of a normal adult man. No lesions are 
evident. Both testes are in the scrotum and are normal to palpation. 

The skin is dry. The upper and lower extremities are symmetrical. No edema is 
present. There is no muscle wasting, discoloration, clubbing, or other abnormalities 
in the hands or feet. Examination of the back shows no evident kyphoscoliosis. No 
decubital ulcers or other lesions are present. The anus and perineum are 
unremarkable. There is a folded fragment of toilet tissue paper between the buttocks. 

IDENTIFYING MARKS AND SCARS: 

The following scars are identified: V* circular old scar on the left lower abdominal 
quadrant, Yz" circular old scar on the left lateral lower leg, V2 liner old scar on the 
right lateral distal upper leg, and two 2" liner old scars on the top of the right foot. 

EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL EVIDENCE OF RECENT THERAPY: None. 

EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL EVIDENCE OF RECENT INJURY: 

Wounds identified at autopsy are sequentially lettered from A through HH , generally 
moving from the top of the head toward the feet. Bullets and bullet fragments 
recovered are sequentially numbered from #1 through #21 as they are encountered 
at autopsy. Numbering and lettering does not imply the order in which the wounds 
were received. For purposes of localization, the shoulders measure 56 from the 
bottom of the feet.

NECK: The organs of the neck are removed and examined en bloc . The larynx and 
trachea have a normal caliber and are free of obstruction. The thyroid gland is pale, 
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normal in size, bilobed and symmetrical. No nodules, cysts, or other lesions are 
present. No enlarged parathyroid glands are found. The cervical lymph nodes are 
not enlarged. The paravertebral musculature is unremarkable. No hemorrhage is 
present in the neck. The cervical spine, hyoid bone, and tracheal cartilage are intact. 

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM: The pericardial surfaces are smooth and glistening. 
The heart is not enlarged. The configuration of the heart is normal. 

The coronary ostia are patent. The right coronary artery supplies the posterior 
descending coronary artery. There is no significant coronary atherosclerosis. No 
thrombus or other total coronary occlusion is evident. 

The heart chambers are of normal size. The endocardial surfaces are smooth and 
glistening. The valve circumferences are as follows: tricuspid 1 1 .5 cm, pulmonary 
6.0 cm, mitral 10.5 cm, and aortic 5.4 cm. The leaflets and cusps are delicate, with 
no evidence of fusion or other scarring.

RESPIRATORY TRACT: The lobation of the lungs is normal. Pleural surfaces are 
smooth and shiny. The tracheobronchial tree contains scant mucus. The mucosa is 
smooth and tan.

The venous sinuses appear to 
contain only postmortem clot. The cerebrospinal fluid is bloody. The general 
configuration of the brain is unremarkable. The vessels at the base of the brain are 
complete and symmetric. No atheromatous changes or aneurysms are seen. The 
cerebral hemispheres show the normal pattern of convolutions. No significant edema 
is appreciated. No focal lesions are seen. 

Sequential coronal sections of the cerebrum show a well-defined gray/white matter 
junction and no abnormalities other than as described above in the evidence of injury 
section. The centrum semiovale, corpus callosum, and corpus striatum are 
unremarkable. Hippocampi are symmetric and of normal size and configuration. The 
ventricular system is symmetric and not dilated. 

Sequential transverse sections of the brainstem perpendicular to its long axis display 
no abnormalities other than as described above in the evidence of injury section. The 
substantia nigra and locus ceruleus are normally pigmented. The basis pontis is 
unremarkable.
